But Helen has so much that with her 
music lessons and her practising, 
she ts busy all the time,’’ ; 

‘‘Bring Helen in to see me after 
school gome day,’’ F suggested, ‘‘1 
should Yike to see what homework 
she is doing,” 

The yery next day Helen and her 
mother came to the house, I talked 
to the child for a few minutes. aheut 
her play, Her answers to my ques- 
tions were bright and quiek, She 
seemed to he a child of more than 
average intelligence. When I had 
gained her confidence, I sald, ‘‘Have 
you any homework tonight, Helen?” 
I always have home 


‘(Show me what it is,’’ 

fhe opened her exercise book and 
showed me the list ef gasignments. 
The first task was to write out. fif- 
teen words five times each, 

‘You heave had-a spelling exam- 
ination,’’ I suggested, ‘‘and these 
ate the words you missed?’’ 

‘Oh, no!” she replied with an ex- 
preasion of surprise at my ignor- 
These._ares the. .words fox 
spelling tomorrow.’’ 

“Yes, yes,” I acguisced, pretend- 
ing to understand. **You don’t 
know these words and this is how 
you afe going to learn them.’’ 

‘‘But I do know them,’’ she pro- 
tested, quite overcome at my obtuae- 
ness. ‘‘Phat’s ‘just hemework.’’ 

I agked her to spell the words, and 
she did so quite eorrectly-—every one 
of them, Yet she had to go home 
and write them out five times each! 
But that was not all. She had be- 
sides some arithmetic to do (two 
multiplication questions) and a his- 
tory ‘‘note’’ to copy from her scrib- 
cler into her history note book. Not 
one of the tasks had any conceivable 
educational value, and the sum total 
would occupy, according to the 
child’s mother, at least’ an hour and 
a half of her time. And this, it 
seemed, was going on night after 
night, 

This was in a city. A little later 
I had occasion to visit a rural school 
I watched the children working or 
idling at their seats for a good part 
of the afternoon—mostly idling, for 
it is a difficult task for a young 
teacher to keep all the grades profi- 
tably busy all the time. But at ten 
minutes to four, the teacher called 
all the school to order (the primary, 
had, of course, gone home) and, 
‘speaking in a would-be cheerful tone, 
proclaimed, ‘‘Now for a little home- 
work!’’ - 

Each class from the first to the 
fourth was given some very long 
and tiresome drill exercises in arith- 
metic, spelling, geography or gram- 
mar. It did not seem to occur to the 
teacher that his work might far het- 
ter be done in school. As it was, 
the children were permitted to learn 
habits of indolence during school 
hours, habits which it would be very 
difficult for them to overcome later 
in life, and required to occupy in do- 
ing homework time that would be 
much better spent in doing chores 
about the home or in pley. 

Whet is the truth about hom 
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ing my pupils do their. exercises un- 
der my Own eye, so that I can see 
that they do them propertly. There’s 
no handing of exercises about just 
before class. No dashing off of 
exercises ‘without thought or care. 
When a student really needs assist- 
ance I can give it to him—and the 
right kind of assistance. Homework 
ig an invention ofthe Devil. It just 
encourages lazy pupils to be lazier, 
and careless pupils to be more slip- 
shod and inaccurate.”’ 

The assignment :of homework in 
public schools places @ cruel and un- 
necessary burden on the child. Up to 
the age of aixteert ort seventeen the 
child's ‘ chief business: is growing. 
‘Education should accompany _ this 
growth, assigting it. and directing it. 
The commeréialising of a  child’s 
powers in such a way as to impede 
his: natural development or .. under- 
mine hig health is unfair and inhu- 
man, and there are laws on our stat- 
ute books -limiting the: employment 
of children in factories. and else- 
where before they have passed 
throygh the pertod ef adolescence 
and have attained their full growth, 
But what is not generally recognized 
is that any scholastic cramming 
which impedes the child’s develop- 
ment or undermines his heal is just 
as unfair and just as inhuman. The 
ordinary school day, if the recess- 
periods are deducted, is five hours. 
Very few children (and indeed not 
many adults) are capable of working 
more than five hours a day at the 
acquisition” of. knowledge without 
staleness and ‘over-fatigue; and if We 
add one’ or two hours in the evening 
to ‘this lteddy long day. we run 
the danger of encroaching on 
rights of Nature, our silent partnér 
in this great business of 
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men. , 

= "When father. feels himself so 3 
-par, with a tendency to lie awake @t 
night; his appetite failiig,* his teni- 
per riot thé best, lines 6f worry ap- 
pearifig or ‘his’ forehead, he’ goes to 
the family doctor and receives a good 
lecture. He has been going back to 
the office after hours, or he has been 
trying to do some work in the even- 
ing. He must stop it. When he 
leaves, the office at five -o’clock he 
must leave his business worries be- 
hind him; and must be free “to take 
up golf, bowling, bridge, his garden-- 
in fact anything that will take his 
mind off his work. Father isa full- 
grown man, with all a man’s capac- 
ity for hard work; yet this same fath- 
er will watch his ten year old son 
fretting over homework inight after 
night without ever stopping to think 
that the boy, who needs much more 
time for play and rest than an older 
person, is rarely permitted to forget 
his business ‘worries for even @ single 
evening. 

A neighbor's child was doing his 
homework the other evening—a child 
of eight or nine. His mother was 
hearing him ‘‘say his jography les- 
gon’’ when he suddenly burst out cry- 
ing. 
‘‘Why, Arthur, what is the mat- 
ter?’’ she asked rather anxiously. 

“‘Y don’t know, Mother,’’ he ans- 
wered. ““T guess I’m just tired 
out.’’ 

And Arthur’s case is not an isolat- 
ed one. By the time schoo] has been 
running for three or four mont!s 
there are thousands of children all 
over the country in the same condi- 
tion—just tired out. While their 
parents give them iron tonics, we 
give them homework. While nature 
demands rest and play, fresh air and 
sunshine, we dictate confinement and 
drudgery. We have a very admirable 
society whose avowed purpose is the 
prevention of cruelty to animals. The 
work of this society is supported by 
legislation, anda man who would 
drive ‘a colt as we frequently try to 
drive our children would speedily 
find himself in the police court. But 
the farmer has much better sense 
than to overwork a colt. He knows 
it does not pay. 

The child should learn to work by 
himself, certainly, but the place to 
learn thie in in school, Some years 
ago the Department of Education 
for Ontario, under Mr. Ferguson, is- 
sued a regulation which reads: 

‘(In the timetable for each Form 
or Grade, periods shall. be allowed 
each pupil every dey for seat work, 
including independent study, provid- 
ed and supervised by the teacher, and 
the time provided for this punpose 
shall not be less than one and a half 
hours a days for each pupil.’’ 

All that is required to meet the 
situation ie that teachers should 
honestly carry out this wise and tem- 
perate regulation. 
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recess’ or after four, can give 
him a sound trotincing. But if the 
home conditions are not right, she 
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And what of the parents, the third 
party to the transaction? Night af- 
ter night the battle goes on: ‘‘Have 
you got your homework done.’’ ‘‘If 
you don’t do your homework, you 
shan’t go to the movies on Satur- 
day afternoon.” Threats and cajol- 
ety, pleading and punishment, until 
both parents and children are worn 
out with the struggle. When a child 
does not work willingly im school, 
his case should be investigated. Is 
his mental development not equal to 
the grade in which he finds himself? 
Is his health poor? Is he suffering 
from under nourishment? Are his 
home conditions bad? But the child 
who professes a liking for homework 
should be thoroughly spanked, for he 
is in a fair way to become an intol- 
erable little prig or hypocnite. The 
normal child will not do his home- 
work unless he is driven to it; and 
what father or mother likes to stand 
over the child with a big stick?. If 
anyone contends that parents like 
homework, let him go and ask them. 

Homework ig a burdent to the 
child, the teacher, and the parent. 
Health authorities and prominent ed- 
ucationists are against it. Then why 
does it continue? Does it fulfil any: 
useful purposé? The only approach 
to an argument in favor that I ever 
heard is that it tralins the child to 
work for himself. But the argu- 
ment is absolute twaddle. The child 
is tpo fogged by the end of the day 
and there are too many distractions 
in the ordinary home for good work 
to be possible. 

Consider the scene. Alice is do- 
ing homework. She is sitting at the 
dining-room table trying to memorize 
the names of the rivers and moun- 
tains of Asia.. The neighbors child- 
ren; less severely disciplined, are 
still ‘playing just outside the open 
window.’ Her big sister, freed by 
her ®‘from ‘the ‘pett: atiies of 
school life is talking on the ‘h 
telephone t her “boy friend’”. ‘They 
ate trying to decidé whether to spend 
the evening at the movies or in the 
‘“hoy friends’’ car on the highway. 
Alice’s mother is reading a bed-time 
story to the youngest of the family, 
while her father breaks in with in- 
teresting items of news from the ev- 
ening paper and through it all and 
over it all is the persistent raucous 
jangle of the’ radio. 

Let us examine what is going on in 
Alice’s mind. 

‘‘T must learn these awful names 
—I must, I must. But I don’t see 
why the gouldnit have given their 
rivers sensible names ‘ike Don, and 
Humber and Niagara, ... The 
rivers of Asia are the Urals and Him- 
alayas. . . No those are the moun- 
tains. The rivers of Asia are the 

. . What’s that Dad said? That 

a thirteen-foot python has escaped 
from a side-show? My, I wouldn’t 
like to meet that in the dark! Ugh, | 
it makes me feel all shivery to think 
about it. What if it should be un- 
der the table? But that’s sily— it 
couldn’t be Yes, Mother, I’m 
doing my homework ©. . Pythons 
live in Agia, don’t they? Wasn’t 
that where the Di-colored Pyithon 
Rock Snake lived? Or was it Africa? 
But I must get on with these ailly 
rivers and mountains .. Let me 
look at the map. The teacher ‘said 
that there were two important rivers 
up in that corner. Let me see what 
they are. Oh, yes. The rivers of 
Asia are the Tigis and the Mesopo- 
tamia . . No, Mesopotamia is ay 
mountain or ea city or something. And 
Tigris sounds more like an animal— 
Mr. Tiger and Miss Tigris . . 
‘(Should I reveal exactly as I feel, 
should I confess I love you” 
Gee, I think Rudy Vallee’s singing 
is swell . ... Yes, father, of course 
I’m doing my homework. I was 
just thinking.” 

And so on for an hour or two. 

What is Alice learning from this? 
Is ehe learning to work for herself? 
On the contrary she is learning to 
evade and day-dream and putter. 
She is learning to do her work in a 
mechanical and scattered fashion. 
She is learning to let her thoughts 
wander over a dozen topics, concen- 
trating on none. And she is learn- 
ing to hate it all with a deep, abid- 
ing hatred. 

But this is not the whole story, 
Very often ‘the child is not even try- 
ing to do his work himself. It is 
locked on as a joke that the father 
or mother,.or the grandfather or 
giandmother, or all of them together 
ghould do little Willie’s homework 
for him. But it is no joke. Very 
few. parents really understand what 
the teacher is trying to accomplish. 
and the result of their efforts is fre- 
quently confusion worse confounded, 
And furthermore the whole business 
is very demoralizing to the child, 
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our ultra-conservetism in educational 
matters, a conservatism which makes 
us loath to adopt anylthing good or

GREAT BRITAIN IS CHIEF 
MARKET 

Despite low prices, exports of Can- 
adian wheat and flour during the 
past two months have been much in 
advance of shipments for August and 
September last year. The shipment 
of wheat during the past month to- 
talled 27,817,063 bushels as compared 
with 7,409,809 in September, 1929, 
and with 17,680,228 bushels in Aug- 
ust. The total amount exported dur- 
ing the two month was 45,486,281. In 
the same period a year ago 17,566,075 
bushels were shipped out of the coun- 
try. 

Great Britain remains the great 
market for Canadian wheat, Of the 
27,817,063 bushels shipped in Septem- 
ber, 1J,282,624 bushels were sent to 
the British Isles. For the two past 
months, the total sent over comprised 
$1,319,891 bush. There was a corres- 
ponding increase in the quantities of 
flour and barley shipped to the moth- 
erland during the same period.

The ‘memorandum presented by 
“thé United Farmers of Alberta to the 
midister of inland revenue in Cal- 
gary last week included a number of 
proposals, more or less drastie. The 
leading recommendation is that the 
federal government should guarantee 
‘a minimum price of $1.15 per bushel 
No. 1 Northern at Fort William, and 
other grades at premiums. to be de- 
teymined, as a temporary measure of 
farm relief. 

In view of the prevailing price of 
approximately 72 cents a bushel, the 
proposition.does not savor of mod- 
esty. It is difficult to see how it 
could be considered favorably by any 
government. The experience of the 
United States farm board last year in 
attempting to stabilize the price of 
wheat by buying millions of bushels 
at @ level far above the current low 
wag not of a nature to induce any 
other government to repeat it. The 
net result was a total failure to stop 
the decline in prices. The farm 
board” has the wheat still on its 
hands and there is a dismal prospect 
of disposing of it without a huge loss. 

If the Canadian government should 
buy wheat at forty cents above the 
present market value, it would be a 
business venture condemned to heavy 
loss from the outset, It would tie up 
government funds and credit in a 
frozen asset, and place a heavy bur- 
len on the taxpayer for the benefit 
of a special class. Some form of di- 
rect relief to unfortunate farmers for 
whom everyone feels sympathy, may 
be found necessary, but it should be 
guided by proven business pninciples 
not by a makeshift penalizing one e'- 
ement of the population to give aid 
to another,
